A SINGLE PEBBLE 
By J o hn Hersey 
This is a 
story 
about 
the 
Yangtse river, “th at long strip 
of raw, naked, cruel power”, as 
told by a y oung Am erican engi­ 
neer sent to China in the early 
tw enties to study the great river 
and report to his company as to 
the advisability of try ing to build 
a dam across it. 
There are m any surprises in 
store 
for the y oung engineer 
from which he learns a great 
deal about the savage Yangtse 
and also about the Chinese river 
men and their amazing ability to 
adapt them selves to their hard 
lives. 
The author’s sy m pathetic por­ 
tray al of the seeming contradic­ 
tions in the Chinese character 
throw s a searching light upon 
these little understood people; 
and his vivid descriptions of the 
wild gorges and foaming rapids 
of the river m ake an unforget­ 
table picture. 
F or the first thousand miles of 
his journey , the y oung engineer 
travels on 
a British 
steam er 
wrhere the river is a broad, m ud­ 
dy stream . T hat part is unevent­ 
ful. From the point where he en­ 
ters the first gorge when the 
river narrow s sharply and pro­ 
ceeds between tow'ering cliffs of 
limestone, the trip is ex citing all 
the way . 
THE SECOND PART of the 
journey is made on a large Chi­ 
nese junk, propelled entirely by 
m an 
power. 
And 
w hat 
man 
powder. In fact the crew of track ­ 
ers who, harnessed together w ith 
“Old Pebble”, the head tracker, 
leading them as, w ith straining 
muscles, 
they pull 
the heavy 
junk through miles of rough w a­ 


ter, constitute the high point of 
the book. 
Beside the forty t r a c k e r s , 
there are on the boat “Old Big” 
the owner and his pretty y oung, 
s o f t - v o i c e d wife, “Su-ling” 
(whom the engineer first thought 
was his daughter); the before­ 
m entioned “Old Pebble”, a man 
of commanding personality and 
great 
intelligence 
and 
ability 
and much y ounger than the owrn- 
er; the grotesque, fat cook; the 
helmsmen and a few other boat­ 
men. 
The start of the journey is de­ 
lay ed by the cook, who at the 
last m oment waddles down the 
gang plank for some forgotten 
vegetables and returns late in 
the day , drunk and bearing— 
not the vegetables — but three 
live chickens! 
The engineer, since he had 
been told th at the junk would 
sail at dawn, was annoy ed by 
the incident, but the junk owner 
is entirely undisturbed. In the 
Chinese 
calendar one 
day to 
sta rt is as good as another. 
THE 
J UNK proceeds 
up­ 
stream , rowed by the oarsm en 
in calm w aters, towed through 
the gorges and up the rapids by 
the superhum an strength of the 
trackers 
led 
by 
Old 
Pebble, 
hopping 
w ith 
amazing 
agility 
from boulder to boulder along 
the shore, singing wild songs to 
set the pace and to cover the 
g r o a n s 
of 
ex haustion. 
The 
American is torn between ad­ 
m iration of their skill and pity 
for their role of .beasts of bur­ 
den. 
Once, 
when 
the 
head 
track er after subm erging for a 
long tim e to loosen a caught 
towline comes up singing joy ­ 
ously , riding on the towdine, the 
engineer learns from a look in 
Su-Ling’s ey es th at she loves 
Old Pebble. Not th at there is a

ture of startling dram a. 
A ltogether a beautifully w rit­ 
ten tale about a magnificent, un­ 
tam ed river, and the strangely 
inscrutable people who live on 
it and love and fear it.
